Strike could delay Apollo 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) -Apollo 


17's astronauts received their final 
.major physical examinations today 
while the space agency said there was a 
chance that a threatened strike by 60 
documentation workers could force a 
postponement of the moon launching. 


However, most NASA officials felt 


the odds were low that a strike would 
affect the launching, scheduled Wed- 
nesday night. 


Astronauts Eugene A. Cernan, 


geologist Harrison H. Schmitt and 
Ronald E. Evans planned several hours 
with NASA doctors and a report on the 
physicals was expected later today. 


The workers who have threatened to 


strike are nonunion technical writers 


and administrative personnel employed 
by the Boeing Co. They seek to reverse 
30 to 50 per cent pay cuts they received 
last year when Boeing took over a Space 
Center support services contract from 
Trans World Airways. 


Bernard Mamet, attorney for the 


documentation workers, warned after a 
negotiating session earlier this week 
that "we can stop this launch." Mamet 
is counsel for the International Alliance 
of Theatrical and Stage Employes 
(IATSE), a union contacted to represent 
the Boeing workers in the negotiations, 
which began last April. 


Both IATSE and Boeing have filed 


charges with the National Labor Relat- 
ions Board. IATSE claims Boeing of- 


ficials have used "harassment and in- 
timidation" against the employes. Boe- 
ing has claimed violations of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act by Mamet. , 


Boeing also has asked the NLRB for 


an injunction to halt a threatened 
strike. 


Dr. Kurt Debus, director of the Ken- 


nedy Space Center, said the documen- 
tation workers are not essential to the 
launching, but if they do strike "it 
depends on the number of other 
employes who honor the pickets. 


"We expect all other personnel to 


continue the preparations," Debus said. 
"If substantial numbers of the launch 
team, such as those preparing an entire 
stage or equivalent, who are not in- 


volved in the dispute, chose to abstain 
from work, the launch might be 
delayed." 


A strike has never delayed a 


launching at Cape Kennedy, principally 
because NASA under court order has 
been able to confine picketing to one or 
two gates, leaving other gates open for 
nonstriking union personnel to enter. 


Negotiations continued between the 


two sides today. 


Dec. 6 and 7 are the only favorable 


days this month for an Apollo 17 launch. 
The next optimum period, when the 
moon is in the proper position, is in 
January. If the shot is delayed a month, 
it would cost NASA an estimated 
$800,000.

Phong, 3 
Americans 
die in crash 


SAIGON (AP) — A plane carrying 


four crewmen and a joint 18-man U.S.- 
Vietnamese team visiting refugee 
camps crashed in bad weather on the 
central coast today, killing seven per- 
sons, including a Vietnamese general. 
The 15 others were injured. 


Five of the dead were Vietnamese and 


the two other dead were Americans 
employed by the U.S. Agency for In- 
ternational Development. 


The general was identified as Maj. 


Gen. Tran Thanh Phong, deputy com- 
mander of the 2nd Military region, 
which embraces the central highlands 
and the central coast. He formerly was 
head of the South Vietnamese 
pacification program and the national 
police. 


The names of the American dead were 


withheld pending notification of the 
next of kin. 


Fire codes probed 


ATLANTA, 
Ga.

A 


senate investigator prepared today to 
open a probe into a fire that took nine 
lives here. The Atlanta blaze and a flash 
fire that killed four persons in New 
Orleans brought calls for tougher safety 
codes in highrise buildings. 


The investigation of the Atlanta fire 


at a home for the elderly was scheduled 
to be conducted by John Edie, a 
representative of the U.S. Senate 
Special Committee on the Aging. 


A spokesman for the committee said 


that such things as sprinklers and 
smoke detection devices, which have 
been mandatory for nursing homes, 
may in the future be required for homes 
for the elderly. 


Gov. Jimmy Carter of Georgia called 


for tougher fire safety laws. He said a 
representative of thestate fire marshal's 
office has been sent to New Orleans to 
confer with authorities there on any 


similarities between Atlanta fire and the 
office building blaze there. 


Richard E. Bland, chairman of the 


Presidential Commission on Fire 
Prevention and Control, criticized 
developers of the home for the elderly 
where the seventh-floor blaze occurred 
Thursday. 


"It's always the same," said the 


Pennsylvania State University profes- 
sor. "Where the best is needed, it is 
never provided. That's why the 
majority of fire victims in this country 
are the very young and the very old." 


The blaze at the recently completed, 


S4.5 million Baptist Towers followed by 
less than 24 hours a flash fire on the two 
top floors of the 16-story Rault Center in 
New Orleans, where four perished on 
Wednesday. 


Neither building was equipped with 


automatic water sprinkler systems. 


Bland said sprinkler systems "un- 


doubtedly" would have saved lives in 
both fires. He blamed state officials for 
not requiring the installation of such 
equipment, and he accused developers 
of "cutting corners" by o m i t t i n g 
sprinklers. 


"The fault rests at the state level," he 


said by telephone from his office at Penn 
State. "They are the ones who can adopt 
or modify the fire codes and in the end 
they are the ones grossly at fault." 


SprinkTer systems are costly, he said, 


"but it has come down to the point 
where we know what has to be done and 
now we just have to do it. It's the people 
themselves who are going to have to 
insist that the codes be changed." 


After touring the Baptist Towers fire 


site, Georgia Gov. Jimmy Carter told 
newsmen the building had passed both 
city and state fire codes, but "obviously 
we may need to revamp the code."

WASHINGTON (AP) — A new Pen- 


tagon report acknowledges that black 
members of the Armed Fortes don't get 
a fair shake when compared with how 
the military justice system treats 
whites. 


Among other things, it found com- 


pany commanders hand out tougher 
punishments for blacks than for whites 
accused of minor violations of the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice. 


Prepared by a 14 member biracial task 


force, the study recommends that rat ial 
discrimination itself be punished within 
the military justice system. 


The panel, releasing its report 


Thursday, called for such steps as 
standardized punishment for minor 


offenses and recruitment of more black 
military lawyers. It suggested that hel- 
mets be redesigned to conform to 
modern hair styles, such as the afro 
favored by many blacks. 


"The 
military 
system 
does 


discriminate against its members on the 
basis of race and ethnic background." 
the study said. "The discrimination is 
sometimes purposive; more often it is 
not. 


"Indeed, it often occurs against the

MADISON — Less than a month 


after the legislative elections, a power- 
ful committee of s:ate lawmakers 
Thursday voted the 1973 Legislature a 
$1,000 pay raise. 


The vote, on a 6-1 tally, brings 


legislative pay to $9,900 for what is 
considered a half-time job. 


The action came over the recom- 


mendation of the State Personnel 
Board, which agreed two weeks ago 
that the raise should not be granted 
because it marked an 11 per cent hike 
— above President Nixon's guidelines 
for acceptable salary increases. 


Lawmakers and state bureaucrats 


argued that the hike must be measured 
on the basis of two years, and that the 
increase represents only a 5.5 per cent 
increase a year because legislative 
salaries can be raised only every two 
years. 


Backed by the joint organization 


committee of the legislature was a 
$1,000 raise proposed by the Legislative 
Compensation Council. The action 
taken Thursday is final, and other than 
the seven lawmakers present at the 
meeting, no legislator will be called 
upon to vote on a pay hike for himself. 


The only lawmaker voting against 


the raise was Sen. Walter Hollander, 
R-Rosendale, who did it without com- 
ment. Absent was Sen. Robert P. 
Knowles, R-New Richmond. 


Backing the plan were Sen. Fred 


Risser, Madison, Assembly Speaker 
Norman Anderson, Madison; Assembly 
Majority 
Leader 
Anthony 
Earl, 


Wausau; and Rep. George Molinaro, 
Kenosha, all Democrats; and Senator 
Ernest Keppler, Sheboygan; and Rep.- 
elect Harold V. Froehlich, Appleton, 
both Republicans. 


The action came after an hour long 


hearing in which only supporters of the 
plan spoke. Several critics registered in 
opposition, but said nothing during the 
session. 


Among those appearing in favor of 


the pay raise were registered lobbyists 
and re-eletted lawmakers. 


State Rep. David Berger, D-Mil- 


waukee, who collected a total of about 
$14,200 in pay and expenses during the 
first year of the last session, said that 
lawmakers deserve the higher pay 
because they work hard both in session 
and at home for their constituents. 


State Rep. Lewis Mittness, D-Janes- 


ville, said that higher pay would make 
lawmakers less susceptible to the 
influence of wealth and lobbyists. 


And Wisconsin Education Associa- 


tion President Fran Fruzen of Beloit 
said that the part-time pay has made 
the legislature a hold-out of the aris- 
tocracy and the rich, and that a higher 
salary would allow all segments of 
society to be represented. 


Due asks more 
talks with Nixon

WASHINGTON (AP) — South Viet- 


nam's special envoy Nguyen Phu Due- 
today sought a fourth meeting with 
national security adviser Henry A. Kis- 
singer op the final shape of a Vietnam 
peace settlement. 


Vietnamese diplomatic sources said 


Due would again see Kissinger at the 
White House before returning to 
Saigon, but a White House spokesman 
said after Thursday's discussions 
"nothing is set at this time." 


Underlying the conflicting reports 


were indications that the United States 
is growing impatient and may not wait 
for its South Vietnamese ally to approve 
before signing a final peace agreement 
with the North Vietnamese. 


Informed sources said Saigon is not 


now ready to initial the modified draft 
agreement worked out between Kis- 
singer and the North Vietnamese in 
secret Paris talks. 


Nixon, who along with Kissinger, met 


with Due twice before flying off to Key 
Biscayne, Fla., Thursday, is reported as 
determined as ever tosettle the Vietnam 
war on honorable terms as quickly as 
possible. 


Bffore his meeting with Due, Thurs- 


day, Nixon also called in the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff for what deputy press secretary 
Gerald L. Warren called "a review of tin- 
entire situation in South Vietnam." 


Kissinger is scheduled to join ihe. 


President in Florida today whether or 
not there is a fourth meeting with Due. 


The White House and the Pentagon 


said, meanwhile, there will be no formal 
announcement in the future of large 
troop withdrawals frorr, Vietnam, 
although the Pentagon said small 
withdrawals would continue. 


By 
ending 
the 
formal 
an- 


nouncements, the Pentagon said nego- 
tiators in Paris would be given addi- 
tional flexibility in discussing troop 
levels. A 27,000-troop ceiling set for 
today has been reached, the White 
House said. 


U.S. officials say Due has continued 


to insist in his meetings here on the 
major remaining demand of the South 
Vietnamese, which is for a written 
commitment from the North Viet- 
namese to withdraw their troops from 
the South. 


Sources said Nixon has probably ad- 


vised Due that no such pledge could be 
obtained, but that enough safeguards 
were available to protect a ceasefire. 


In another development in Washing- 


ton. Deputy Foreign minister Stanislaw 
Trepczynski of Poland said his country 
is willing to be among the four nations 
expected to supervise a ceasefire. 


Trepczynski said the United States, 


North Vietnam and the Viet Cong have 
asked Poland to join the ceasefire 
commission, though not the South 
Vietnamese.

West played low, and South wis-'ty 


put up dummy's king rather than n ' 
the finesse. 


Declarer's next step was to cash tin- 


ace of spades, discarding the losing club 
from his hand. It was the importance of 
this play that persuaded South not to 
take a trump finesse. If South lost to the 
queen of hearts, East would lead a club, 
and South would lose a trump, a club 
and two diamonds. 


Now South was tempted to ruff u 


club in order to lead a diamond from his 
hand, but he saw the danger in time and 
simply led a diamond from the dummy 
East took the queen of diamond' , 
cashed the queen of hearts and led a 
club. South ruffed and knocked out the 
ace of diamonds. South still had u 
trump to regain the lead and cash two 
good diamond tricks. 


South's trumps wouldn't last if he 


ruffed a club in order to try a diamond 
finesse. East would win with the queen 
of diamonds, would take the queen of 
hearts and would lead a club to force 
out South's last trump. East would then 
have the ace of diamonds and the re^t 
of the clubs.

Dear Dr. Thosteson' Is it possible to 


correct hammer toes without surgery?

Hammer toe (and I assume you are 


referring to the angularity of the 
second and third toes into a clawlike 
configuration) can be brought about by 
such a simple thing as ill-fitting shoes in 
childhood. Most often, though, it 
results from some inherent deformity. 


Sometimes, splinting may stretch the 


overflexed tendons and correct things. 


At your age, it might be worthwhile 


attempting something short of surgery 
at least for a few years. If better fitting 
'shoes or splinting (for example) don't 
work, then surgery probably will be 
your only hope. 


Allowed to continue, hammer toe can 


be more than a cosmetic nuisance, 
since it can result in callus formation 
and possibly ulcers on the tips of the 
toes and the humped joints.

jury. 


Had the jury believed the defense

The city 
embulance makes emergency runs to 
this region now, Fire Chief Ronald 
Mertz told the panel several months 
ago." 


On Thursday, the committee, 3-1, 


authorized Friar's Towing Service of 
Oshkosh, to handle ambulance services 
temporarily, starting Jan. 1, 1973. 
William Friar, owner, told the commit- 
tee he has one ambulance now7 and 


would acquire a second emergency 
vehicle Saturday. He offered to perform 
services without a subsidy. His plan is 
to man vehicles by licensed, off-duty 
firemen. 


In turning over duties to him, the

There were few objections to the 


total city budget. Overall, Adams said 
he "wasn't overly impressed by the 
turnout" at the hearing, and it indicat- 
ed that most taxpayers 
"apparently 


aren't concerned, one way or the other" 
about the proposed spending package.

by three aldermen. Heinz and Ropella, 
two of them, said today that fellow 
aldermen appeared unwilling to con- 
sider further cuts. 


"If they want to listen to them, I'll 


bring them up," said Heinz. Winarski 
also has the list of $54,000 in cuts, which 
include the elimination of $30,000 to 
hire three firemen that aldermen at 
present say should not be hired by the 
department, and money to hire a new 
city engineer. 


Geibel sided with the three aldermen

This is not possible, inasmuch as the 
composer can only express what he 
himself has felt. Whether the people are

no bearing upon this music anymore 
than the people can alter or hold back 
the changing forces of nature."

years.

issuing $150 million in revenue bonds to 
subsidize low income housing. 


The agency faces a court test of 


whether its operation would be constit- 
utional, however, before it makes its 
first loan. 


Lucey also questioned administrative 


costs in two state agencies during 
Thursday's afternoon hearings. 


He remarked that the Department of 


Local Affairs' division of administrative 
services was asking for more money 
than the current budget of the gover- 
nor's office, and asked why it ccsts the 
Department of Natural Resources 
$150,000 a year to administer trust 
lands. 


Lucey suggested the trust lands, 


given to the state by the federal 
government in 1848, be liquidated as 
soon as possible to eliminate the ex- 
pense. 


Educator stresses 
human potentia

GREEN BAY — Environmental 


educators from throughout the United 
States were told Thursday night to 
rekindle the American public's faith in 
higher education by "thinking more 
about human potential and not just the 
chemicals." 


Dr. Harold L. Hodgkinson, from the 


Center for Research and Development 
in Higher Education -at the University 
of California-Berkeley, commanded the 
educators to maintain flexibility in 
their programs in opposition to some 
misdirections in education today. 


Hodgkinson delivered the keynote 


address 
to 
open 
the 
National 


Conference of Environmental Respon- 
sibility in Higher Education: "Processes 
and Practices," at the Downtowner 
Motel. The conference, co-sponsored 
by the University of Wisconsin-Green 
Bay, the Wisconsin Environmental 
Education Council, the U.S. Office of 
Education, the Conservation Founda- 
tion and the National Audubon Society, 
continues through Saturday. 


Robert S. Cook, Associate Professor 


of Environmental Control at UWGB, 
organized the conference which has 
drawn over 100 top environmental 
educators from as far away as Califor- 
nia. 


In work sessions today, the educa- 


tors are studying such possibilities as 
student designed programs, off-campus 
study, inter-institutional cooperation 


and the risks of new programs. 


Saturday morning's session will 


present the results of the work groups. 


Hodgkinson did not deal specifically 


with environmental education, and in 
fact, avoided it. 


He presented a history of American 


education practices, explaining that 
our society began by educating only 
the economically sound, entered a 
mid-20th-Century phase of educating 
the meritorious, and now seems bent 
upon educating everyone, especially 
the poor. 


"We are entering a time when 


degrees may be received without going 
to class and more degrees being 
presented 
by 
non-universities," 


Hodgkinson said. "Institutions of 
higher education must be concerned 
more with the human potential. We 
cannot gauge our education by the 
amount of time spent in classrooms." 


Hodgkinson said that today's society 


must re-examine its priorities since "we 
have more scientists working on 
eavesdropping equipment than on the 
causes of birth defects, more working 
on color television and bombs than on 
food poisoning preventives." 


In concluding, Hodgkinson told the 


educators "to get some insights on 
what is happening today. I command 
you to try." 


The conference ends at noon Satur-

Wiesenthal said today, and he is not 
going to investigate it. 


The Daily Express today published 


the fifth in a series of copyrighted 
articles by spy expert Ladislas Farago 
on Martin Bormann and other fugitive 
Nazis he claims are living in disguise in 
South America. 


He said when he arrived in his office 


he found a rather long radiogram wait- 
ing for him and thought to inform his 
South American contacts about it. 


"Now 1 learn that Mr. Farago told me 


the story at a time when it was probably 


• already printed in London," Wiesenthal 
said. "I can only consider this an ad- 
vertising gimmick." 


Wiesenthal said if Farago had in- 


. tended to be of any help, he would have 
informed him without telling the press 
about it. 


"I have no intention to do anything 


-about this alleged Mengele" he said, 
-explaining that after publication or 
Farago's article, "Mengele, should he 
have really lived there, was warned and 
-had time to disappear."

a voice reputed to be Hughes called 
Maheu "a son of a bitch" who "stole me 
blind." 


Maheu describes Hughes in the 


documents as a fearful man who went to 
extremes to safeguard himself and his 
empire. 


The billionaire moved mysteriously 


from Las Vegas to the Bahamas on 
Thanksgiving Day 1970 and reportedly 
went to Managua, Nicaragua, earlier 
this year where he presumably remains. 


Maheu contends that a few days 


before the 1967 Tournament of Cham- 
pions at the Desert Inn Country Club in 
Las Vegas, Nev., Hughes told him that 
he did not want the event played there. 
The tournament was to be played on a 
golf course adjacent to the inn, which 
served as Hughes' home. 


"He said he was fearful that sports 


writers would try to contact him by 
telephone, and that he felt having 
thousands of people watching the 
tournament would cause an influx of 
germs which might penetrate his 
headquarters on the ninth floor," 
Maheu said. 


He said he was ordered by Hughes to 


have the event moved to the Stardust 
Country Club. Hughes was to un- 
derwrite any losses incurred by the 
Stardust, although his name was to stay 
out of the deal. Maheu said Hughes paid 
the Stardust $50,000 for the swap. 


Hughes also was fearful that a large 


neon sign on the Frontier Hotel across 
the street from the Desert Inn might 
topple on Hughes's penthouse and 
crush him, Maheu said. 


He said he was told by Hughes in 


mid-1967 to ask the Frontier's 
management to remove the recently 
constructed 189-foot sign which re- 
portedly cost $1 million. 


"He was afraid that the sign would 


collapse and endanger his life by falling 
on the penthouse of the Desert Inn," 
Maheu recalled. 


"When he was informed that the 


owners had no desire to tear down the 
sign ... and that if the sign should 
collapse there was no way in whLh it 
could cause damage to the Desert Inn, 
he insisted I proceed forthwith in an 
attempt to buy the hotel." 


The purchase of the Frontier by 


Hughes was consummated in July 1967 
for $22.5 million, becoming the second 
of five Las Vegas hotels Hughes even- 
tually purchased.

of the pre-season forecasts on deer kills 


"If there is a decent first weekend, we 


have it made," one veteran of the deer 
supervision program explained 


For nearly 20 years hunters have 


been required to register their kills and 
gradually the statistical reporting has 
been refined The hunter describes the 
location of his kill, and the data is filed 
with corresponding reports of other 
seasons, thus building up a log of 
material on the population of deer in 
comparatively small zones, as well as 
their condition and their size 


In earlier times, the only harvest data 


was that obtained through random 
polling of hunters about their success 
or failures Statisticians recognized the 
inadequacy of the method, but it sur- 
vived for years 


While they are satisified that their 


statistical methods are sound and have 
been vindicated, some of the top 
biologists reluctantly relate that they 
are disappointed that a considerable 
skepticism remains among hunters, not 
only about the size of the herd, but 
about its reproductive capacity and the 
amount of harvest that can be sus- 
tained safely 


"All other factors being equal, we 


should take 65,000 to 100,000 deer 
yearly, with emphasis on the high side," 
says one "But the skeptics remain and 
it may be some time before we will 
prevail," he said

Emlyn Williams scores 
Superstars abound 
in Thomas portrayal

MENASHA - It was a night of 


superstars in the Fine Arts Theater at 
UW Center, Fox Valley Thursday. 


The incredibly rich passages of one of 


this century's great authors were 
brought to life in "Dylan Thomas 
Growing Up," which is enough for a 
great evening's entertainment. But as a 
bonus, the man creating these word 
images is a bit of a legend himself — 
actor-playwright Emlyn Williams. 


Williams appears as Thomas and is 


superb. Of course, the audience must 
suspend disbelief in this regard, 
because Thomas, a brawling, scruffy 
man who died at 39, visually was far 
different from the elegant 67-year-old 
Williams. It's a reversal from the usual 
one-man show in which a younger man 
is made up to look older (e.g., Hal 
Holbrook as Abraham Lincoln on Mark 
Twain). While it's impossible to accept 
Williams literary as a Daylan Thomas 
copy, he evokes such a warm response 
from the audience it doesn't really 
matter. After all, it's the lyric richness 
of Thomas' prose that occupies center 
stage. 


Williams — star of stage, screen, 


television and a prominent playwright 
to boot ("Night Must Fall," done by 
Attic Theatre several seasons back, 
"The Corn Is Green," among others — 
assembled this tribute to Thomas 


shortly after Dylan's death in 1953 
Previously, Williams had met with 
great success "As Charles Dickens," 
the first of the one-man traveling 
shows, pre-dating Holbrook's Lincoln. 
Two main bodies of Thomas' work 
were drawn upon: "Quite Early One 
Morning" and "Portrait of the Artist as 
a Young Dog." 


Thomas' life is traced from early 


childhood, with Williams concentrat- 
ing on presenting Dylan's preoccupa- 
tion with the nature of man, especially 
the aspects of the unconscious mind. 
Williams ignores most of the purely 
biographical 
material, except 
as 


Thomas presented himself in his 
sketches. 


Perhaps most interesting about 


Williams' creation is how it centers on 
Thomas' body of work least familiar to 
today's students —his prose. Whatever 
study is done in schools on Dylan 
Thomas generally concentrates on his 
poetry or his most famous play, "Under 
Milk Wood." Yet his stories are rich in 
sparkling 
descriptive 
phrases-, 


emphasizing Dylan's recurring theme 
of the cycle of life and death. 


About the only unfortunate aspect of 


Thursday's program was the lack of a 
capacity audience in the small theater. 
Although weather was poor, it would 
have been well worth the effort for 
those who chose not to come.

AfU-r any crushing defeat of a major 


political party, the question ot new 
leadership invariably arises. In this 
case, the job ol Mrs. Jean Westwood, 
chairwoman ol the National Democra- 
tic Party, is at stake. After President 
Nixon's mandate, many party leaders 
think Mrs. Westwood should resign 
immediately, although her stand on 
retaining her job has altered only 
Mighily. Some of the reasons people say 
she should resign are as follows 


George McGovern personally chose 


Mrs. Westwood for the job ot party 
chairman shortly after his nomination 
in July, but has since gone down to one 
of the worst defeats in the histoiy of 


presidential elections. Many people feel 
that because c-f her close association 
with McGovern that she ought to be 
dumped. We must remember what ef- 
fect her chairmanship had on the losing 
McGovern campaign. Shortly after she 
was elected. Vice Chairman Basil Pe- 
terson and Mrs. Westwood went on 
"Meet the Press" and called for Sen. 
Thomas Eagleton's resignation as vice 
presidential nominee, saying it would 
be "the noble thing to do." It seems to 
me that a leader of a political party 
should seek to unite, not divide, which 
is precisely what Westwood did. 


Even more important, many leading 


Democrats feel that Mrs. Westwood 
should resign, including leaders of the 


Democratic 
Governor's 
Caucus, 


members of Congress and members of 
the Democratic National Committee. 
With opposition of this magnitude, it 
seems that Mrs. Westwood staying on 
would hurt the party considerably. Al- 
^c\ we must look ahead to 1976. It seems 
inevitable that George McGovern 
won't be renominated, and so it would 
be senseless to 
have a 
strong 


McGovern person as leader of the 
party, especially when McGovern's 
policies were proven so unacceptable to 
the American public. 


What also must be considered is how 


the party as a whole did on Nov. 7th. 
The Democrats picked up seats in the 
Senate and retained control of the 


House, which is doing rather well in the 
wake of Nixon's landslide. McGovern's 
defeat was practically inevitable 
anyway, as very few incumbent 
presidents have been unseated. So, on 
the basis of how the party did on Nov. 
7th, Jean Westwood did rather well as a 
party leader. 


Now we must consider the alternates 


for the job. They seem to be George 
Mitchell of Maine and Robert Strauss of 
Texas. First, George Mitchell. He was 
the coordinator of Sen. Edmund 
Muskie's unsuccessful bid for the 
presidency. Now, if this man could do 
no better than to kill Muskie's chances 
of any office on a nationwide basis, 
what would he do for the Democratic 


Party? He is more liberal than Strauss 
seems to be, and we must consider this. 


Strauss, on the other hand, has close 


association with the AFL-CIO, which 
certainly couldn't hurt the party. But 
after labor boss George Meany's treat- 
ment of the party's standard bearer, I 
can hardly feel very warm toward big 
labor bosses. 


In conclusion, my personal opinion 


would be for Mrs. Westwood to resign 
in favor of George Mitchell. The ra- 
tionale behind this is merely that 
Mitchell is more liberal and would carry 
on true Democratic fashion. Strauss, I 
feel, would probably take the party too 
far to the right, when all we need to do 
is to move away from the far left where 
McGovern stood,.

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Leadership fight before NFO

A dispute has erupted within the 


National Farmers Organization (NFO) 
and a dissident group based in North 
Dakota is trying to gain power to oust 
long-time chief Oren Lee Staley Dec. 13 
at the organization convention in Kan- 
sas City. 


The number one goal of the faction, 


'72 Convention Committee, is removal 
of Staley, according to Ken Spitzer, 
Kensal, N. Dak., committee chairman. 


Reached in Chillicothe, Mo., Spitzer 


said Staley no longer can run the or- 
ganization effectively. "Our prime 
reason is because we feel that Mr. 
Staley was a top notch organizer but he 
is not an administrator." 


Spitzer claimed the NFL has failed to 


properly service its membership and 
Staley has replied that the claims of 
dissidents are "smear attempts." 


Support sought 


So far Spitzer's group has stumped 


for support in Illinois, Ohio, Michigan, 
Missouri, Indiana, Iowa and Nebraska 
and next week may visit Wisconsin, he 
said. 


He attacked existing NFO leadership 


on three major points: 


— That organization should be 


brought back into the hands of 
members. 


—That a restructuring of the or- 


ganization is necessary to institute a 
"professional business approach to 
collective bargaining." 


—That since directors working 


within the organization have failed to 
make changes to the administration 
and Staley must be changed. 


Directors out 


The "Committee," has charged in 


publications that six directors were 
suspended 
after closed 
hearings 


because they bucked present NFO 
policy. 


The six were John Oster, S. Dak.; 


Jack Grimmer, Calif.; Walt Farrar, 
Kan.; Bob Speer, Kan.; Donald Kimball, 
Tex.; and Don Moskal, Tex. 


Staley, reached at the national 


headquarters in Corning, Iowa, said the 
"Committee" attempt to overthrow his 
leadership is not new nor a serious 
threat. "What we have is a group of 
ex-employes that didn't do their jobs 
very well in their positions that are 
trying to regain their jobs." 


Staley attacked the "Committee" 


saying their publications are made up 
of "lies," and half-truths and insinua- 
tions."

USDA shrouds test of hormone 


W A S H I N G T O N ( A P ) - The 


Agriculture Department has wrapped 
a blanket of secrecy around feedlot 
tests designed to show whether a 
cancer-causing growth hormone is 
showing up in the nation's beef. 


Specifically, the tests are to det- 


ermine whether the chemical growth 
hormone DES can be used safely. In 
the test, DES pellets are implanted in 
the ears of cattle. 


Dr. E. R. Goode Jr. of the 


Agricultural Research Service in 
USDA says no information will be 
released until after all tests are 
completed, probably in January. 


"I think this is required to present 


a complete picture of what one can 
expect as the result of experimentat- 
ion along the design we have come 
up with," Goode told a. reporter. 
"When it's complete we think we'll 
have the full story." 


Meantime, the Senate has passed a 


bill introduced by Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., which orders a 
complete 
ban 
of 


DES-diethylstilbestrol-on Jan. 1 unless 


tests prove implanation does not leave 
chemical residues in the tissues of 
slaughtered animals. 


Similar bills have been introduced 


in the House and have been referred 
along with the Senate bill to the 
Commerce Committee. 


The hormone, used as a feedlot 


growth stimulant for many years, has 
been shown to cause cancer in 
laboratory animals when fed in large 
doses. Federal regulations prohibit it 
in human food. 


Livestock producers use DES 


mostly as a feed additive, a method 
considered faster and cheaper than 
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implanting pellets which are gradually 
absorbed into the animals' systems. 


The Food and Drug Administration 


has ordered DES banned from lives- 
tock feed as of next Jan. 1, but has 
left open the question of implanted 
pellets. 


Crackdowns on DES feeding came 


after federal meat inspectors found 
traces of the chemical in livers of 
some cattle and sheep. None has been 
reported in the muscle tissue or red 
meat of animals.

Tuesday night for the cross-breed Sim- 
mental Hereford summer yearling—a 
total of $9,591.75 for the 1,305-pound 
steer. 


Bold Move, named grand champion of 


the exposition Monday night, went on 
the auction block on the last day of the 
exposition, one of the world's largest 
live stock shows. 


Fate of champ 


Berlinger, who said he was prepared 


to pay up to $8 a pound for the cham- 
pion, told newsmen he planned to put 
the steer on display "indefinitely" at the 
Lincoln Park Zoo on the North Side. 


"You don't want to kill that great 


animal," the new owner said. "It 
belongs to Chicago now." 


The bidding began at $3 per pound 


and the whole thing was over in 15 
minutes. 


The final price paid for Bold Move was 


40 cents per pound less than that paid 
for last year's winner and far less than 
the record $30 per pound paid in 1957 for 
a 1,035-pound champion Hereford 
named Honeymoon. 


Also auctioned Tuesday night was 


the reserve champion steer, a 1,335- 


pound Hereford named Bomber and 
shown by Mike Gottschalk of Darien, 
Wis. 


Bomber was sold for $1.70 per pound 


to Bill Kalamaras, representing the 
Apollo Packing Co. of Chicago, for a 
total of $2,269.50. 


Kris is thesecond person in her family 


to raise a winner in steer judging. Her 
brother, Brad, 13, won the grand 
champion honor in 1969 with a 
1.,265-pound Charolais-Angus. 


Kris said she won't have time to miss 


Bold Move. 


"There are 14 little calves at home to 


take care of," she said. 


The $7.35 a pound price for the grand 


champion steer was peanuts compared 
with the grand champion market pig 
which was auctioned off at $35 a pound. 


This grand champion, a 220-pound 


Chester White barrow named KOK, was 
exhibited by William Baumgartner and 
his two sons, Ken, 28, and Lyle, 23, of 
Windsor, 111. It was bought by Bob 
Evans Farms Inc. of Columbus, Ohio 
for $7,700.

HARTFORD, Conn. — Uncle Sam 


should get out of the farming business, 
reducing price supports as well as con- 
trols on farm production if farmers are 
to fare well in the future, said Secretary 
of Agriculture Earl L. Butz speaking 
here before the I06th annual meeting of 
the National Grange. 


Butz 
condemned 
federal 
farm 


programs that pay price supports at 
levels high enough to make farmers 
dependent upon government payments 
for a large amount of their income. 
Instead, he said, an expanding agricul- 
ture with new overseas markets is the 
answer to solving the plight of under- 
paid farmers- 


In the 1960's farmers earned only 67 


per cent as much as urban residents, he 
said. This year the farmers will collect 
80 per cent as much as their city 
cousins. Buzz pledged moves to raise 
the farm income to an equal level with 
that of urban residents, but he told 
Grangers that the answer is not in 
massive government payments. 


Frederal help 


This year farmers will collect an es- 


timated S4 billion in federal payments 
and that is too much, said Butz. 
"Farmers do not have income security 
as long as the Congress is in a position 
to slash farm receipts by more than a 
fifth with just one act of legislative 
arbitrariness." 


Only by improving markets can 


farmers reverse a national trend of 
migration from rural areas, he said. Idle 
acres must be brought back into 
production "judiciously" he said, to 
provide for growing incomes as well as 
growmg markets. 


But Butz warned Grangers that 


pushes for too-high prices could en- 
danger the present competitive advan- 
tage that permits American farmers to 
make large sales gains in overseas 
trade. 


Attacking 
past 
federal 
farm 


programs Butz said plans which 
guarantee high prices encourage ex- 
cess production, discourage consump- 
tion increases and limit foreign sales. 
High price supports inevitably result in 
"rigid, mandatory controls," he said. 


Fanners can't afford to depend on an 


agriculture that is dependent on 
government payments because farmers 
are losing political clout. "A govern- 
ment-dominated agriculture makes 
farmers overly dependent on muscle at 
the ballot box which, in reality is 
diminishing as far as farmers are con- 
cerned."

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Cost of food down in 72 ? 


Last year the average American 


family paid less from its total budget for 
food than at any time in the last 12 
years. This year the cost of food may 
drop to an even lower level, according 
to the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 


Although rising food prices have 


been cited in recent months as a culprit 
dipping heavily into family paychecks 
the USDA statistics stubbornly deny 
that food costs have increased in recent 
years. 


A series of charts and graphs in a 


recently released publication entitled 
"1972 Handbook 
of 
Agricultural 


Charts," shows instead that paycheck 
increases have more than paced the 
boosted prices for food. 


Actually, show statistics, the average 


family paid 15.8 per cent of its disposa- 
ble personal income for food in 1971. 


Food cost 


Charts forecast an even lower cost 


that will dip to 15.5 per cent of disposa- 
ble income for 1972. 


The records, which are shown for u 


12-year period, reveal that in 1960 the 
average family paid 20.0 per cent of its 
income for food. Alcoholic beverages 
are not included as food products. 


Food prices have increased. Statis- 


tical tables show consumers are likely 
to pay 76.1 per cent more in 1972 for 
their food than they did in 1960. The 
same table shows that those consumers 
will have a "disposable income," that is 
127.4 per cent greater than they had in 
1960. 


Another indicator of consumer prices 


used by the agriculture department 


statisticians is the price increase of a 
"market basket" of food. 


Price rise 


The "market basket" costs the 


average consumer 31 per cent more m 
1972 than it did in I960, it actually is the 
average quantity of domestic farm 
originated food products purchased 
each year by single persons and 
families in clerical-worker and wage 
earner categories. 


The records show that farmers are 


getting a bigger cut of the shopper 
dollar than they did in 1960. 


They're getting a penny more. 
Farmers get 40 cents of each dollar 


paid for food at the check-out counter. 
That is one cent more than was paid to 
farmers in 1960. 


An estimated 60 cents of 
the 


shopper's dollar goes for marketing 
costs, according to the records. 


Service rates 


Consumers appear to pay a large 


share of their income for what the 
agriculture labels as "services." In 1971 
the total consumer disposable income 
was $739.7 billion. Of that amount 
$286.1 billion went for services and 
$118.4 was spent on food. In addition an 
"other goods," category accounted for 
$271.1 billion and savings were $61 
billion. 


But despite the apparent "cheap" 


food available consumers reacted in 
1971 to rising beef and pork prices by 
reducing 
consumption 
although 


generally pork, poultry, egg and dairy 
product consumption increased, ac- 
cording to lists of per capita consump- 
tion and retail prices. 


The dairy cake

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Both prices and consumption of a 


special "beef and pork" category 
increased steadily from 1965 until 1970. 
Then, in 1971, prices increased but 
consumption showed a slight decline. 


Beef market 


Actually, the average consumer ate 


113.7 pounds of beef in 1970. Statistical 
tables show the 1970 decline lowered 
consumption to 113.0 pounds per per- 
son. 


But the mythical average American 


will he eating more beef than ever 
before if 1972 projections hold true. 


The agriculture department credits 


him with an appetite for 116 pounds of 
beef. That same American won't eat us 
much veal, lamb and mutton or pork as 
in previous years. He'll probably devour 
only 2 pounds of veal, 3 pounds of lamb 
and mutton and 68.5 pounds of pork, 
according to agricultural department 
statistians. 


But when all the meats and dairy 


products fruits and vegetables and 
cereals are counted that average man 
will pay less than ever before, accord- 
ing to statistics. 


New push for controls 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Agriculture 


Secretary Earl L. ButzsaidTuesday that 
consumer pressure for price controls on 
meat and other foods may rise again 
next year. 


Meeting with a group of Western 


cattle producers, Butz said producers 
could help by convincing consumers 
thaf beef is a good buy. He said this 
message would help blunt the pressures 
for food controls. 


He warned the visitors that the new 


Congress will be more urban-oriented 
and consumeroriented than ever and 


said agricultural strength in Congress 
has been eroded. 


"It has become a cheap-food 


Congress, and I'm not happy about 
that." he said. 


The secretary said, "Forty-one votes 


we had last year won't be back." 


He said consumers must be made to

Grange Master backs 
'set-aside' farm bill 


HARTFORD, Conn. — Grangers 


from throughout the nation heard their 
National Master John W. Scott cham- 
pion further attacks on inflation and 
back continuation of farm programs 
similar to the 1970 farm bill here during 
the 106 annual Grange convention. 


Scott called inflation the nation's 


worst inernal enemy. He advocated 
further economic controls and blamed 
inflation largely on wage increases 
which are unaccompanied by produc- 
tion hikes. 


Scott also backed extension of a farm 


program similar to the Agriculture Act 
of 1970 which was enacted under 
Secretary of Agriculture Clifford Har- 
din. Hardin was succeeded in office by 
Secretary of Agriculture Earl L. Butz. 


Farm policy 


Scott asked Grange delegates to 


review current policy which favors a 
farm program like the 1965 farm bill as 
amended in 1968. The later 1970 "set 
aside" plan pives fanners more freedom 
in planning, claimed Scott. In a later 
policy statement the Grange endorsed 
the 1970 act but called for more 
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peroanent legislation "A solution to 
these (farm) problems would be a 
long-term agriculture act with an as- 
surance of some minimum finding." 
said a policy statement. 


Scott also backed sale of wheat and 


feed grains to the Soviet Union and 
China. Such sales have aided prices to 
American farmers as have subsidies 
paid to grain dealers, he said. 


State laws 


Scott also called for legislation in 


individual states to ease estate 
settlements to slow the "exodus" of 
young persons from rural areas. 


Grange policy statements supported 


an income support program 
for 


farmers, a strategic reserve concept.

slaughtered 


In plain terms, the Danish JLandrace, 


that aristocrat among *pigs, is 
degenerating 


He is still a wonder of fine pork when 


leaving the farm, but transport and 
waiting time at the slaughterhouse so 
upset him that there is a disastrous drop 
in the quality and color of the meat 


So bad is it that Professor Hjalmar 


Clausen, probably the world's leading 
authority on pig raising and hailed as 
the father of the Danish bacon pig, is 
seriously suggesting import of British 
boars, specifically the Yorkshire large 
white, for fresh blood 


"The mere thought makes my heart 


bleed, but something has to be done," 
said Bjarne Hansen, a leading bacon pig 
farmer 


Niels -f-Hennck Hansen, head of the 


research institute of Danish slaughter 
houses, said the number of "weak pigs" 
is now so great that a discarding system 
is out of the question 


Instead, he said, bacon factories now 


are forced to invest heavily in securing 


maximum comfort for the pigs during 
their last hours of life 


The efforts to develop the ideal 


Danish bacon pig began at the turn of 
the century One turning point came 
when breeding created a "new" Danish 
Landrace pig with 18 pairs of ribs, 
instead of the normal 14 


Professor Clausen is generally 


credited with that feat and he recently 
also helped introduce new methods of 
testing pork quality while the pig is still 
alive—taking meat samples from pigs 
under anesthesia or measuring the 
layers of fat by ultra short sound waves.

Pay raises 
okayed for 
egislators

MADISON — Less than a month 


after the legislative elect:ons, a power- 
ful committee of state lawmakers 
Thursday voted the 1973 Legislature a 
$1,000 pay raise. 


The vote, on a 6-1 tally, brings 


legislative pay to $9,900 for what is 
considered a half-time job. 


The action camo over the recom- 


mendation of the State Personnel 
Board, which agreed two weeks ago 
that the raise should not be granted 
because it marked an 11 per cent hike 
— above President Nixon's guidelines 
for acceptable salary increases. 


Lawmakers and state bureaucrats 


argued that the hike must be measured 
on the basis of two years, and that the 
increase represents only a 5.5 per cent 
increase a year because legislative 
salaries can be raised only every two 
years. 


Backed by the joint organization 


committee of the legislature was a 
$1,000 raise proposed by the Legislative 
Compensation Council. The action 
taken Thursday is final, and other than 
the seven lawmakers present at the 
meeting, no legislator will be called 
upon to vote on a pay hike for himself. 


The only lawmaker voting against 


the raise was Sen. Walter Hollander, 
R-Rosendale, who did it without com- 
ment. Absent was Sen. Robert P. 
Knowles, R-New Richmond. 


Backing the plan were Sen. Fred 


Risser, Madison, Assembly Speaker 
Norman Anderson, Madison; Assembly 
Majority 
Leader 
Anthony 
Earl, 


Wausau; and Rep. George Molinaro, 
Kenosha, all Democrats; and Senator 
Ernest Keppler, Sheboygan; and Rep.- 
elect Harold V. Froehlich, Appleton, 
both Republicans. 


The action came after an hour long 


hearing in which only supporters of the 
plan spoke. Several critics registered in 
opposition, but said nothing during the 
session. 


Among those appearing in favor of 


the pay raise were registered lobbyists 
and re-elected lawmakers. 


State Rep. David Berger, D-Mil- 


waukee, who collected a total of about 
$14,200 in pay and expenses during the 
first year of the last session, said that 
lawmakers deserve the higher pay 
because they work hard both in session 
and at home for their constituents. 


State Rep. Lewis Mittness, D-Janes- 


ville, said that higher pay would make 
lawmakers less susceptible to the 
influence of wealth and lobbyists. 


And Wisconsin Education Associa- 


tion President Fran Fruzen of Beloit 
said that the part-time pay has made 
the legislature a hold-out of the aris- 
tocracy and the rich, and that a higher 
salary would allow all segments of 
society to be represented. 


Due asks more 
talks with Nixon

WASHINGTON (AP) — South Viet- 


nam's special envoy Nguyen Phu Due 
today sought a fourth meeting with 
national security adviser Henry A. Kis- 
singer on the final shape of a Vietnam 
peace settlement. 


Vietnamese diplomatic sources said 


Due would again see Kissinger at the 
White House before returning to 
Saigon, but a White House spokesman 
said after Thursday's discussions 
"nothing is set at this time." 


Underlying the conflicting reports 


were indications that the United States 
is growing impatient and may not wait 
for its South Vietnamese ally to approve 
before signing a final peace agreement 
with the North Vietnamese. 


Informed sources said Saigon is not 


now ready to initial the modified draft 
agreement worked out between Kis- 
singer and the North Vietnamese in 
secret Paris talks. 


Nixon, who along with Kissinger, met 


with Due twice before flying off to Key 
Biscayne, Fla., Thursday, is reported as 
determined as ever to settle the Vietn a m 
war on honorable terms as quickly as 
possible. 


Before his meeting with Due, Thurs- 


day, Nixon also called in the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff for what deputy press secretary 
Gerald L. Warren called "a review of the 
entire situation in South Vietnam." 


Kissinger is scheduled to join the 


President in Florida today whether or 
not there is a fourth meeting with Due. 


The White House and the Pentagon 


said, meanwhile, there will be no formal 
announcement in the future of large 
troop withdrawals from Vietnam, 
although the Pentagon said small 
withdrawals would continue. 


By 
ending 
the 
formal 
an- 


nouncements, the Pentagon said nego- 
tiators in Paris would be given addi- 
tional flexibility in discussing troop 
levels. A 27,000-troop ceiling set for 
today has been reached, the White 
House said. 


U.S. officials say Due has continued 


to insist in his meetings here on the 
major remaining demand of the South 
Vietnamese, which is for a written 
commitment from the North Viet- 
namese to withdraw their troops from 
the South. 


Sources said Nixon has probably ad- 


vised Due that no such pledge could be 
obtained, but that enough safeguards 
were available to protect a ceasefire. 


In another development in Washing- 


ton. Deputy Foreign minister Stanislaw 
Trepczynski of Poland said his country 
is willing to be among the four nations 
expected to supervise a ceasefire. 


Trepczynski said the United States, 


North Vietnam and the Viet Cong have 
asked Poland to join the ceasefire 
commission, though not the South 
Vietnamese.

Valley gets pollution shuffle again 


The Environmental Protection Agency came to town this 


week to chastise Fox Cities municipalities and industries about 
compliance with federal water quality standards. And 
meanwhile, back in the White House, President Nixon was 
chopping S6 billions out of the $11 billions Congress had 
appropriated for construction of municipal sewage disposal 
facilities for the next 18 months. 


It's the old shuffle again. And the Fox River Valley gets it in 


the neck, or the pocketbook, to be more exact. 


Even before the President's drastic cut-back, Wisconsin was 


being penalized for its progress in the new Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act. 


When Congress appropriated a total of $18 billions for the 


next three years for building municipal treatment facilities, it 
developed a new.formula for determining state shares. It 
determined that Wisconsin's total needs for that three-year 
period were S253.6 millions. This amounts to 1.74 per cent of 
total national needs, and Wisconsin therefore will get 1.74 per 
cent of the national appropriation. Formerly we received 2.13 
per cent. In other words we are being penalized because we have 
already built considerable municipal facilities. 


In addition, the new law provides federal grants of 75 percent 


of total costs against the 50 per cent previously provided. 
Therefore the same amount of money will finance a lesser 
number of projects. 


And now the President has cut the amount of money available 


by more than half. This reduces Wisconsin's allotment of federal 
funds from S192 million to $87 million. Obviously the state will 
have to reinstitute a priority system for determining which 
municipalities get the money. And every municipality in this 
area needs federal help to finance expansion and improvement 
of their facilities. 


EPA has thrown another monkey-wrench into Wisconsin's 


clean-up efforts. The state for years has tested the water quality 
in a river like the Fox, and set discharge standards to achieve a 
certain level of water quality. The new federal law tests in- 
dividual discharge into a river like the Fox, from industries and 
municipalities, and sets standards-for the discharges. 


Wisconsin will now have to review all of the abatement orders 


which are in effect and determine if they meet the federal 
standards. The result will be a considerable delay in progress 
toward complying with stale orders. 


That was part of what the EPA hearings in this area this week 


were all about. But EPA is in a considerably weaker position to 
press municipalities for enforcement after President Nixon's 
axe-wielding, and in situations where industries are depending 
upon municipal treatment facilities EPA is handicapped in 
pressing for action from them also. 


Re flectori zed tape 


It happens at least once every winter. 
A railroad crossing obscured by darkness. A speeding truck or 


automobile. A boxcar, invisible to the driver until the last 
moment. A crash. A fatality. 


For nearly 20 years now, members of the Wisconsin Coroners 


Association have been encouraging the passage of legislation 
which would require the attachment of reflectorized tape to all 
freight cars operating in the United States. 


But as of now, no such law is on the books. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission recognizes that the 


universal use of reflectorized tape on railroad cars would 
significantly reduce the number of deaths that result each year 
from autos striking the sides of trains at country crossings. 


But the ICC doesn't have the necessary authority to compel all 


railroads to reflectorize their cars. 


Some lines, to their credit, are voluntarily reflectorizing their 


cars. But not all. And until all railroad cars are made more 
readily distinguishable after dark, avoidable accidents of this 
kind will continue to occur. 


The Wisconsin Coroners Association is to be congratulated on 


its continuing campaign to encourage reflectorization of 
railroad cars. 


Now, if only Congress and the railroads will follow the 


coroners' lead, there'll be fewer unnecessary deaths at unpro- 
tected country crossings this winter, and during all the winters 
to come. 


Making toys safe for children 


The old attitude of buyer beware as far as the safety of 


products is concerned no longer holds, especially about toys for 
children. But the change in law has come very recently. 


The Child Protection and Toy Safety Act was passed in 1969 


and it wasn't until December of the next year that the Food and 
Drug Administration banned any toys. The first list of 39 items 
has grown in a scant two years to 884 toys, under the pressure of 
complaints from parents, teachers and consumer groups. In fact 
the first ban was harshly criticized since it came just three days 
before Christmas and only the most tardy of shoppers hadn't 
made purchases by then. 


One reason for the slow time in adopting and then adapting 


legislation on the safety of toys is that the toy market has grown 
tremendously in this century. Before World War I, at least fifty 
per cent of toys sold in the United States came from Europe. The 
rate now is probably less than one per cent. As toys became big 
business, the fly-by-nights and the fast-buck operators 
increased too. Concern among reputable toy makers grew so 
that a Safety Standards Committee was organized in 1955. Toy 
Manufacturers of America, the parent group, represents only 
about 270 of the approximately 1,200 toy producers in the 
country but they account for 80 per cent of the dollar volume of 
toys sold. However, as with most self-regulating groups, from 
cigarette manufacturers to film censors, they have been cri- 
ticized as inadequate and largely self-serving. While the latter is 
undoubtedly true, some may not acknowledge always that their 
own success depends upon a reputation for safety. 


FDA Commissioner Charles Edwards a year ago reacted to 


criticism of his agency's lack of enforcement by pointing out 
that "no law or regulatory program can protect a child from all 
dangers. Almost any toy can be misused... Complete sur- 
veillance of the market is impractical." This year the FDA has 
purchased television time to warn about potential hazards in 
toys, "not hazards that stem from poor design but hazards that 
may result from improper selection and use of toys by the 
consumer." This is all very true. A child seriously injured while 
nding a bicycle cannot blame the bike. But a youngster whose 
eye is pierced by a toy that flies easily apart or one burned by 
inflammable do)3s or whose hand is cut by a sharp edge is not at 
fault. More than that, the weak excuses of some manufacturers 
that parents should be careful of the toys they buy does not 
protect the child allowed to buy his own and who cannot read 
warning labels. 


Ideally toys should have- to be pretested. But the red tape of 


bureacracy defeats the wisdom of such a policy. What is 
primarily needed are men and women both in the manufacture 
of toys and in the FDA who are responsible, who recognize those 
responsibilities and who will make it possible for money to be 
refunded to the purchasers of banned toy* and penalties applied 
to those who provide them.

State Republicans 
minority party? 


MADISON — The determined realism of 


some of the new men in the state Republican 
party in the wake of the Democrat-leaning 
behavior of the Wisconsin electorate has been 
demonstrated in a private memorandum lately 
circulated by one of the rising young 
Republican politicians. 


The diagnosis of the party's troubles of 


recent years and the prescription of their 
resolution related tc the recent reorganization 
of the Republican majority of the state Senate 
and the declared purpose of the Republican 
Senate caucus to fulfill its role as the only 
visible and practicable source of alternatives 
for the Democratic state administration's 
programs. 


The Senate Republican bloc, it relates, is now 


the only practicable vehicle to articulate issues, 
policies and principles for the Wisconsin 
Republicans for the next two years. This is the 
period of preparation for the next important 
statewide elections that may well determine 
whether the GOP will be the kind of permanent 
minority that the Wisconsin Democrats were 
during the first six decades of this century. 


The young philosopher tops his catalog of 


"bad news" for his party with this observation: 


"Gov. Lucey successfully reversed his field, 


took on the image of a fiscal conservative, and 
captured the public imagination with his 'no 
tax increase' pledge and with his announced 
intention to hold the line on public employment 
and proliferation of state agencies." 


Accordingly, "the public image of the 


Republican party generally is blurred." 


But there is more, in a diagnosis that is as 


candid as it is novel. 


"The Democrats have out-organized us all 


over Wisconsin, while our party organization 
has fallen into disrepair." 


The young Republican analyst here relates 


one of the worst kept secrets in the politics of 
this state, but one which his seniors somehow 
have been reluctant to acknowledge or fear to 
acknowledge because it may demoralize the 
loyal troopers who remain faithful. 


The Republican party's machinery has 


exhibited an unusual fluidity lately. Only a 
handful of influential men can remember 
exactly what their circumstances were, say 15 
years ago. It is one of the prices paid for losing 
elections, but one that Democrats somehow did 
not experience in their patient years of 
machinery improvement that finally led to 


narrowly won but vital victories in what 
everyone had regarded as a "Republican state." 


But the candid critic has more. 


Ignore young voters 


Some individual Republicans have developed 


a following among the new and very young 
voters, he finds, but "we have not done nearly 
enough among these new voters, either in 
organization or ideologically." 


"The natural idealism of youth is a fertile 


field for the basic policies of individual liberty, 
free enterprise and limited government," he 
goes on, but most Republicans "haven't planted 
many seeds in that field." 


The diagnostician doesn't say so, and in any 


case he was too young to pay close attention at 
the time, but his prescription for the ailing GOP 
might have been taken from the record of the 
Democratic party's reconstruction and emer- 
gence as a serious bidder for power only about 
25 years ago as the tired men of the once 
invincible LaFollette party gave up the ghost. 


The vigor of youthful and idealistic recruits, 


enterprise to establish a separate identity and 
purpose, the courage to present understandable 
and credible alternatives —the formula may be 
a valid one, indeed.

Pure Humanhood 
seems inhuman 


As we know, it often takes a child to 


express a fact we find it hard to grasp. 
My 10-year-old daughter not long ago 
remarked at dinner how much she liked 
a new girl who joined her class this 
year. 


"What do vou like about her?" 


somebody asked, and she thought, a 
while and then said, "Well, I think she's 
the most human person I've met in a 
long time." She paused, and then a 
wonderful thought tumbled out of her: 
"In fact, she's so human, it's almost 
inhuman." 


Here is a profound psychological 


truth that has escaped most grown-ups. 
The aim of our species, obviously, is to 
be as human as possible. But few of us 
manage to make it most of the way; and 
those few who do actively realize their 
humanhood begin to seem positively 
"inhuman" to the rest of us. 


It must have secretly 
amused 


someone like Gandhi, for instance, to 
see himseif referred to as "saintly." 
There was nothing in the least bit 
saintly about the Mahatma. He was 
sometimes vain, angry, irritable, stub- 
born and petty. These are all human 
characteristics. 


But he was, at the same time, the 


embodiment of those distinctively- 
human virtues in which the rest of us 
fall short; and it was the possession of 
this full humarhood that made him 
seem "saintly." 


The trouble with most of Gandhi's 


emulators, then and now, is that they 
wanted to be saints without being per- 
sons first. They wanted to skip a whole 
stage of being, and leap from in- 
fanthood to sainthood without going 
through personhood first And this 
desire only represses the evil in us. it 
docs not extinguish it 


Many people, I am sure, would be 


surprised to learn that this is a quota- 
tion from Gandhi, expressed late in his 
life: "It is better to be violent, if there is 
violence in our hearts, than to put on 
the cloak of non-violence to cover im- 
potence." 


Gandhi did not want to be a saint; he 


knew he was not ready for it. All he 
wanted to be was the most human he 
could, not repressing or disguising his 
human failings, but exercising his po- 
tentialities for good to the utmost. 
What made him seem so saintly and 
"inhuman" was precisely the living 
proof he gave every day that a human 
being can submerge his ego and find his 
fullest identity in transcending himself. 


Actually, we call such men saints 


because we want to escape the dreadful 
burden of having to act like them. By 
placing them in a special niche, we 
remove ourselves from competition. 
Once we freely admitted they were only 
what all humans ought to be, and were 
meant to be, honesty would force us 
into imitation and not mere adulation. 


PARIS — The United States and 


Russia have resumed meetings on arms 
control in Geneva at the same time that 
34 Western nations have gathered in 
Helsinki to prepare a European security 
conference. And the coincidence in 
timing is no accident. 


For the two meetings represent two 


different approaches to the organiza- 
tion of Europe. Both approaches are 
now being followed in a competitive 
way because the United States is hung 
up as to which of the two it truly favors. 


One approach to Europe is Big Two 


ism. The heads of the super- powers — 
the Emperor of the East and the 
Emperor of the West — sit down 
together from time to time and decide 
the big questions affecting Europe. 


Russia likes big twoism 


Russia has a particular liking for Big 


Twoism. Parity with Washington con- 
firms Moscow's supreme position in 
Eastern Europe. It is a way of keeping 
order in the backyard. With order in the 
backyard, the Russians are better fixed 
to deal with China and to stake claims 
in the Near East, Africa and Latin 
America. 


In the last couple of years, anyhow, 


Moscow has been at pains to make Big 
Twoism pay dividends. One agreement 
on arms control has been reached, and 
a second is in prospect in the current 
Geneva talks. The Russians have 
helped the United States in Vietnam, 
and initiated what could be a rich diet 
of economic exchanges. 


The second approach to Europe 


emphasizes multilateral diplomacy 
with an important voice for the 
European allies. It has an appeal in 
France, Britain and West Germany — 
countries which still want a voice in 
their destinies. 


The multilateral approach has also 


gained some support in Eastern Europe 
— particularly in Yugoslavia, Romania 
and Poland — because it affords room 
for maneuver with Russia. Precisely in 
order to give themselves more scope, 
the East Europeans have taken the lead 
in pushing for the security conference 
now under discussion in Helsinki. 


Recently the multilateral approach 


has not been without payoffs. The 
agreements on German borders nego- 
tiated in the past two years basically 
resulted from an initiative by Chan- 
cellor Willy Brandt of West Germany. 
But compared to the results of Big 
Twoism, the multilateral approach has 
been relatively barren. Hence the 
American hang-up.

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Lucey blasts UW officials for 
not seeking productivity savings 
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Yule party set for King residents 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - Gov. Patrick 


J. Lucey criticized University of 
Wisconsin administrators Thursday Cor 
seeking productivity savings where they 
would most likely be found in the state's 
sprawling higher educational system. 


Lucey told UW President John C. 


Weaver, at a hearing on the UW budget 
request, "it was not a constructive 
response by the central administration" 
to apply his request for a 2.5 per cent 
productivity increase across the board 
in the 13-campus system. 


Lucey said productivity increases 


should have been applied selectively to 
areas where more output per dollar 
spent could have been gained. 


The UW submitted a $1.02 billion 


budget to the governor for 1973-75. The 
budget would require $501.5 million in 
tax dollars. The remainder would come 
from tuition, fees and grants. 


The system's 1971-73 budget also was 


$1.2 billion, but was built on $99.5 million 
fewer tax dollars. 


Lucey took potshots at several UW 


fiscal practices. 


"I think the response of the university 


in publishing a very elaborate booklet on 
oboe players was not an adequate re- 
sponse 
to my 
request 
for 
fiscal 


restraint," Lucey said. 


The governor added that he was 


shocked at salary increases for ad- 
ministrators granted this year and said 
he did not see why all the system's 
chancellors should make $34,000 a year 
when their responsibilities varied. 
"What I'm afraid were the fears of some 
of the opponents of merger have been 
borne out if what I see happening on 


some campuses continues," Lucey 
added. 


He cited reports by the Legislative 


Audit Bureau documenting waste in 
food service programs and other supply 
functions. 


"I had one student tell me that any 


student who knows the ropes can check 
out a state car at will," Lucey said. 


Weaver replied that the audit reports 


are being taken very seriously by the 
campuses and he doubted the UW motor 
pool was as loosely administered as 
Lucey's informant implied. 


Lucey remarked at the beginning of 


the hearing that the UW budget ac- 
counts for 53 per cent of the state 
payroll. One out of every four tax dollars 
spent by the state goes to the university 
system, Lucey said. 


The UW administrators also received 


a financial warning from Joe 
E. 


Nusbaum, Administration Department 
secretary. 


"We have a revenue system that 


provides a six to seven per cent revenue 
growth per year, without an increase in 
tax rates," Nusbaum said. "I suspect 
the unit cost increase in your budget 
request is something above 10 per cent." 


"The state simply cannot continue to 


fund that kind of cost increase. In some 
way you're going to have to hold down 
your costs to some reasonable level." 


Weaver, in contrast, portrayed the 


UW budget as the product of an 
austerity effort. 


The growth rate of the budget has 


been reduced by 20 per cent and ad- 
ditional funds for new programs are 
only 1.25 per cent of the system's 


Airport committee 
wants new termina

The Outagamie County Board's air- 


port committee wants construction of a 
new terminal building to begin next 
summer and will seek permission to 
hire an architect when the board con- 
venes on Dec. 12. 


The airport committee decided 


Thursday to resubmit to the board a 
resolution that was tabled at the Oc- 
tober meeting. That resolution called 
for an architect to plan a 14,000 square 
foot terminal, with a $420,000 ceiling on 
the cost of construction. 


The $5,000 fee for hiring the architect 


would be paid out of the airport's trust 
fund. The resolution also suggests a 
method of financing the terminal that 
would give Outagamie County a big 
profit over the next 20 years. 


Committee 
chairman 
Richard 


Jahnke, Appleton, said that Air Wis- 
consin has agreed to lease 7,500 feet of 
the terminal at a rent of $21,000 per 
year. The state will grant $35,000 from 
fuel tax funds rebated by the federal 
government. Another $140,000 will be 
reimbursed by the Federal Aviation 
Administration as part of its commit- 
ment to finance aviation-oriented con- 
struction. 


Subtracting the federal and state 


funds from the estimated $420,000 cost 
(approximately $30 per square foot) 
leaves the county with a cost of 
$245,000, and this amortizes to a total of 
$373,000 at a 5 per cent interest rate 
over 20 years. The county expects the 
terminal to generate $602,000 in 
revenues during the 20 year period, and 
would therefore receive a $228,000 
"profit" over the cost of the bond issue. 


The county is required by law to 


build the public portions of the ter- 
minal, but with the income from Air 
Wisconsin and other sources, Jahnke 
argued, the new terminal "won't cost 
the taxpayers a nickel." 


Supv. Robert Weyenberg, Kimberly, 


and Jahnke, disagreed on the best tac- 


tics to use when presenting the archi- 
tect proposal to the county board. 
Weyenberg favored a request just for 
the architect fees, while Jahnke said 
that other supervisors would prefer to 
have more information, as contained in 
the tabled resolution. 


The airport committee's argument 


for a new terminal is based largely on 
information supplied by Air Wisconsin 


The present terminal was built in 


1965 to accommodate 500 North Cen- 
tral Airlines passengers per month. 
Since that time, two additions have 
been built onto the terminal, but the 
number of passengers per month has 
risen to 5,000, and Air Wisconsin has 
been telling the committee that the old 
terminal "is hardly an adequate front 
door to a community the size of ours." 


Air Wisconsin's air freight has also 


increased markedly. Outgoing freight 
during the first eight months of 1971 
was 517,000 pounds, compared to 
582,000 for the first eight months of this 
year. Incoming freight has gone up 
from 87,000 to 103,000 pounds. Storage 
space at the present terminal some- 
times falls short of the demand. 


Another argument advanced by the 


airline is that it plans to purchase 30 
passenger planes over the next three to 
four years, probably jets. These aircraft 
are expected to increase passenger 
traffic at the county airport. 


The basic plan for the new terminal 


was completed this summer, Jahnke 
said, and was in preparation for two 
years. The new building would be built 
to the north of the present structure, in 
compliance with the airport's 1962 
master plan. 


The state transportation department 


is seeking assurances from Outagamie 
County that future business develop- 
ment surrounding the airport, such as 
office buildings, will also follow the 
master plan. Nonaviation construction, 
according to the master plan, would be 
permitted along Two Mile Road, east of 
the terminal and runways.

ed by subordinates, UW Pres. John 
Weaver won both praise and criticism 
from Lucey and assistants as he 
presented a budget calling for a 20 per 
cent state tax spending boost to S601.1 
million. 


In rapid fire fashion during the 3'-'2 


hour budget briefing, Lucey and key 
aides: 


— Blasted Weaver's central adminis- 


tration for handing out substantial 
salary boosts to administrators affected 
by merger, while Weaver was drawing 
widespread publicity for turning down 
an offered $4,500 pay boost. 


— Termed "outrageous" 
a Mil- 


waukee campus master plan which 
Lucey said turns the urban school away 
trom poor, black and unserved students 
in the area. 


— Labeled as "mfsleading" and 


"inaccurate" UW administration pro- 
tests about allegedly poor budget 
treatment of the school last year by 
Lucey and the legislature. 


— Objected to UW protests against 


Lucey-ordered "productivity" cuts in 
the budget, which Lucey indicated 
included the UW publication of a 
booklet questioning how state officials 
could measure the productivity of UW 
oboe players. 


— Listed a number of administrative 


foul-ups within the UW System, 
including a report from Lucey that he 
had been told by a UW student that 
students can get access to state cars for 
unofficial use if they want them. 


The overall UW budget calls for 


S149.9 million in new spending, includ- 
ing $99.6 million in state tax funds. The 
total budget would climb from its 
current level of SI billion to SI.18

Sophomores, were Barb Janssen.

estimated $450 million in revenue 
growth expected, said Weaver. The 
school has received about 25 per cent of 
revenue growth in the past, he added. 


Lucey early in the budget presenta- 


tion blasted salary hikes handed to top 
administrators affected by merger, 
saying that conservative critics of his 
merger plan evidently were correct 
when they said that the joining of the 
state universities and UW systems 
would result in hiked salaries for no 
reason other than comparable treat- 
ment of similar titles. 


Campus chancellors have vastly 


different responsibilities and greatly 
differing campuses, yet all accepted 
boosts to at least $36,400, said Lucey. 
Top adminstrators overlooked the 
"generosity" of Weaver in turning 
down a $4,500 salary increase offered 
by his regents at the same time, said 
Lucey. 


Weaver denied that the Milwaukee 


master plan, aimed at physical con- 
structions and the limitations on growth 
at that school, ignores the need for the 
campus to turn its attention to poor, 
black and unserved students in the 
Milwaukee area. 


The plan was prepared while those 


needs were being studied, said Weaver. 
When that study is complete, a further 
report will deal with UW-Milwaukee 
programs for those "new market 
students," he told Lucey. 


The governor said that he did not 


want the master plan to be used again 
as an "excuse" as to why the school has 
relatively low black enrollments. 


Administration Department Secre- 


tary Joe Nusbaum told Weaver that the 
message has been sent throughout the 
system and the state that the school 
was .poorly treated in the last budget, 
when in reality the UW fared better 
than most major American universities 
in the last budget deliberations. 


The UW will be making a major 


mistake if it takes that approach again 
and does not admit that it is well treat- 
ed by the governor and the legislature, 
said Nusbaum, Lucey's top administra- 
tion appointee, and head of the budget 
process. 


Weaver denied any attempts to 


misinterpret the budget decisions, say- 
ing that his administration has at- 
tempted to paint an accurate picture of 
the state of the UW budget and its 
needs. 


Lucey also blasted Weaver for the 


school's response to his order that all 
state agencies cut back their budget 
bases by 7.5 per cent before building 
their 1973-75 budget requests. 


Lucey has instructed the agencies to 


make those cuts as a paeans of boosting 
"productivity," saying that the services 
should be trimmed. 


The UW response was a booklet 


asking how productivity affected oboe 
players, said Lucey, telling Weaver he 


did not want to see any more "lavish" 
publications on the subject. 


Lucey also objected to reports by- 


state auditors of mismanagement in 
food services and other UW supply 
agencies, and in the management of 
audio-visual equipment in the system. 


Weaver and aides spelled out details 


of top priority new and special spend- 
ing programs, which include $1.54 
million in proposals. 


Included is a $4.3 million proposal for 


health science training programs; $3.7 
million fordisadvantaged students; $3.2 
million for Weaver's"revitalization of 
the Wisconsin Idea," the promotion of 
Extension and off-campus functions; $1 
million for sea research, and $3.2 for 
educational improvements. 


The disadvantaged program calls for 


$2.2 million in special aids for poor and 
minority students, and drew the sup- 
port of the state branch of the NAACP. 


Lucey said that a plan points to the 


need 
for state, educational 
and 


minority leaders to admit the failure of 
many of the "hurry up" programs 
created a decade ago and to look for 
new solutions to the problem of bring- 
ing minority students into the UW 
System. 


Regents Milton Neshek and F. J. 


Pelisek told Lucey that progress on 
merger is more developed than any one 
thought possible a year ago when 
Lucey won passage of the controversial 
legislation. 


But much remains to be done, they 


agreed. 


Regent Bertram McNamara told 


Lucey that a special UW-vocational 
system committee has worked out a 
cooperative plan that calls for a three 
year pilot program linking the Fond du 
Lac and Rice Lake to year UW centers 
and technical institutes. 


The pilot program should be allowed 


to progress, rather than pushing 
immediately for the closing of two-year 
centers or the creation of a community 
college system in Wisconsin, he said.

Kidneys 
stay alive 
in freezer 


MINNEAPOLIS, M i n n . (AP) - 


University of Minnesota medical 
researchers have used kidneys frozen at 
8 degrees below zero in five highly 
successful transplants in dogs, Dr. 
Richard C. Lillehei reports. 


"This is a major advance toward the 


goal of organ banking," Lillehei said 
Thursday. The Minnesota professor of 
surgery performed the world's first 
pancreas transplant in 1967. 


If the research continues to go well, 


Lillehei said, the use of freeze-stored 
kidneys for transplants in humans 
should be possible within five years. 


The aim is to perfect techniques so 


that human organs can be stored for 
months or even years at 321 degrees 
below zero for use as needed in 
transplant operations. 


"Our work is the first time that a team 


has had repeated successes with its 
technique and where the kidneys have 
worked well enough to sustain life," said 
Dr. Ronald Dietzman, an assistant 
professor of surgery who assisted on the 
project along with Dr. A. Eira Rebelo. 


In the research, one kidney was 


removed from a dog, frozen to 8 degrees 
below zero, then thawed about 15 
minutes later and transplanted back 
into the same dog. Putting the kidney 
back into the same animal avoided the 
problems of rejection, allowing 
researchers to concentrate on how well 
the thawed organ worked. 


Dietzman said the technique now 


must be perfected to get down to the 
supercold range to stop all enzyme 
activity in cells and allow longtime 
storage. 


The problem with freezing organs is 


that water in each of the microscopic 
cells must not be permitted to form big 
ice crystals, which would rip the 
delicate cells, and cell water must be 
thawed evenly to avoid any damage at 
this step, he said 
Nonsmoker 
wins rights

smoker, one pipe smoker, one cigar 
smoker, two persons who had given up 
smoking and one person who had never 
smoked. 


The three-day trial resulted from 


charges that Kristan sprayed a Rock- 
ville General Hospital receptionist, 
Betty Lou Beitner. with a hospital 
disinfectant called Ozium as she was 
smoking. 


Mrs. Beitner testified that Kristan 


was talking to another woman when 
she heard him say: "That woman 
shouldn't be smoking here." Then, Mrs. 
Beitner said, she was sprayed. 


Kristan denied he sprayed her in the 


face, contending that he aimed the 
spray at an ashtray on which her 
cigarette was smouldering. 


Kristan said he used the spray 


because he has a medical condition 
called 
hyperlipemia, which 
is 


aggravated by carbon monoxide, 
cigarette smoke or emotional stress. He 
said the condition increases the risk of a 
heart attack.

Mine workers election 
under federal contro 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Some 200,000 


members of the United Mine Workers 
Union begin casting ballots for their 
officers today under the tightest federal 
control in the history of the American 
labor movement. 


The principal election fight is 


between Mine Workers President W. A. 
"Tony" Boyle, 70, whose last opponent 
was murdered, and challenger Arnold 
Miller of Ohley, W. Va. 


The election was ordered by a federal 


judge after finding that Boyle's 1969 
re-election over the late Joseph A. 
Yablonski was marred by widespread 
violations of labor law. 


Yablonski, his wife and daughter 


were found shot to death in their 
Clarksville, Pa., home several weeks 
after the 1969 election. Several union 
officials have been indicted in connec- 
tion with the crime. Boyle has repeat- 
edly denied any knowledge of the slayi- 
ngs. 


Miller, a retired coal miner, was 


nominated by Miners for Democracy, a 
rebel group formed by supporters of the 
late Yablonski. including his two lawyer 
sons, Joseph A. Yablonski and Kenneth 
Yablonski. 


Eligible to vote are some 120,000 


working coal miners and approximately 
80,000 retired miners in 25 states. 


The balloting will take place over the 


next eight days under the watchful eyes 
of about 1,000 agents of the U.S. 
Department of Labor. The government 
has been observing all aspects of union 
affairs since the court order handed 
down by U.S. District Judge William B. 
Bryant last June. 


Government agents have kept pos- 


session of the ballots since they were 
printed and will release them only long 
enough for the miners to mark them. 
Then the ballot boxes will be sealed and

Usery said the votes are expected to be 
counted by Dec. 15 and then certified to 
Bryant.
